14 And ſpake to them after 
the counſel of the young men, 
faying, My father made your 
yoke heavy, and I will add to 
your yoke : my father ali chaſ- 
tiſed you with whips, but I will 
chaſtiſe you with ſcorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king heark- 
ened not unto the people; for 
the cauſe was from the Lorp; 
that he might perform his ſay- 
ing, which the Loxp ſpake by 
Ahvah the Shilonite unto Jero- 
boam the ſon of Nebat. 

16 q So when all Iſrael ſaw 
that the king hearkenednot unto 
them, the people anſwered the 
king, ſaying, What portion have 
we 1n David? neither have we 
inheritance in the ſon of Jeſſe:
